A £izg of re Torks, and Uiadiſlans,” Kimg of Hungaria : 
ore Swearing upon thee Huly Ecangelilts, the other ' upon the 
Alcoran, Amurath deparred with {345. Army againſt Scanderbeg.: nor 
lng after, the Hungarian Clergy fading an advantage in the Turks 
abſence ; Julian rthe-Cardinal, ard the reft of bis Hopeful Brethren, per- 
fwadeth Xing Uladiſlaus to break the Leazue, telling him, Nothing could 
be more fond or inconſiderate , than in their Conſultation to have regard 
70 their Private profit only, and nut to the Publick, without reſpett of 
_ Religion, Honeſty, or Corfereace, &c.. Thus getting the confent of the 
King , the Cardinal Ab/aved him. who after March'd with-a very 
«great Army into the Turks, Dominion.” Huniades being General, which 
Amurath hearing of, prepared to meet *&m, \and; the Armics Engaged at 
10 Field of Varna, where there'was a-Bloody and deſperate Baitte Fought,

N) foener had Amurath ended bs Prayer, but the Battle tuen'd, aid 
the Chriſtians were T.otelly Roated ;, Uladitlaus ki/Pd, Huniades fled, 
Jalian the Cardinal, the Biſhop of Veradinn,, and the Biſhop of Agria, 
with moſt of the Clergy, all lam; who were the only Authors of that unjuft 
iVar : Ard for all the King of Hungaria broke the League, aud Invaded 
Amurath, ye: he, by reafon of bis Oath, reſigaed his Kingdom up to his 
Son, of which you may fre more at Large in the Reign of Amurath, 
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
